aside the Ocala National 
Forest 
in 
North 
Dakota bring the number of 
state s p ossessing such forests belong­ 
ing to the United States up to 20. if 
Alaska be included. 
Of the.se forests. 
A rkansas has two, but al! the others, 
ex cep t the new ones in Florida and 
North Dakota, are in the Rocky Moun­ 
tain or Pacific coast states, 
it is ex ­ 
pected that the Ocala 
Forest 
area, 
which covers 201,4-80 acres, vviii be 
come densely covered with the sand 
pine. 
No p a rt of the area rises more 
than 
150 feet above sea-level. 
The 
Dakota Forest is in the Had Lands re­ 
gion, and much is ex pected from its 
influence, since North Dakota is the 
least forested s ta te in the Union. The 
now forest covers 14,080 acres. 


T he C o lu m b u s Tree. 
Tn the outs kirts of the old city of 
San Domingo, of the Dominican re­ 
public, among th e shacks, dilapidated 
dwellings and m a s s of debris that lit­ 
ters this section of tbo town bordering 
the hay, stands a giant oak.
